TIME  TO  PLANT 

Peonies  may  be  planted  any  time  in  the  fall  from 
the  first  of  September  until  the  ground  freezes.  We 
begin  shipping  the  first  week  in  September. 


CULTURE 

Peonies  do  well  in  any  good  garden  soil  which  is 
well  drained.  Open  sunlight  or  only  partial  shade 
is  preferred.  Full  instructions  will  be  furnished  with 
each  shipment. 


SIZE  OF  ROOT 

We  strongly  recommend  planting  standard  divi- 
sions of  three  to  five  eyes,  but  owing  to  an  increased 
demand  for  smaller  divisions  we  are  also  listing 
divisions  of  at  least  two  eyes  on  all  varieties  where 
the  standard  division  price  is  five  dollars  or  more. 
Where  one  is  willing  to  wait  longer  for  results  these 
small  divisions  make  it  possible  to  secure  a collection 
of  the  choice  varieties  with  a smaller  outlay  of  cash, 
but  where  quick  results  are  desired,  which  is  usually 
the  case,  the  standard  divisions  should  be  planted.

We  exercise  great  care  in  handling  and  shipping 
our  stock  to  prevent  varieties  becoming  mixed  and 
guarantee  plants  sent  out  to  be  true  to  name.  If  an 
error  should  occur,  however,  we  will  gladly  rec- 
tify it.

They  were  never  placed  in  competition  until  the  sea- 
son of  1920  when  they  carried  off  1st,  2nd  and  3rd 
prizes.  This  performance  was  repeated  the  season 
of  1921  at  the  Northwestern  Peony  & Iris  exhibition 
and  the  Minnesota  State  Horticultural  Society.  They 
represent  the  cream  of  many  years  painstaking  work 
and  careful  selection.
